A Commiflion from his Excellency JONATHAN BELCHER, Efyy 
Captain General and Grvernor in Chief, in and over the Troywce of 
Nova-Cos farea or Ncvv-Jcrfey, and Territories thereon defending in Ame- 
rica, Chancellor and Vice Admiral in the fame, ?Cc. . was published, im«. 
powering the Honourable Richard Salter , Lewis Morris Ajhfield, Char s 
Ready Robert Lawrence, Samuel Smith, Bar zilla Piewbold, and jojyp 
lard , Efqrs ; or any three or more of them, to treat with the Indians 
of the Colony of New-Jerfey, and to agree upon fuch Things, as they 
fhoultl eftcem conducive to the Peace and Welfare of the Colony. 

Jacob Hewlings, Efq ; and Stephen Calvin, Interpreters attended, after 
which the Comminioners fpokc to the Indians as follows.

W E arc g’ad to fee you here in Health, and hope thofe you have 

left behind you in your Towns are in Health alio. 

J'he Rcafon of our meeting sou at this Time, is, that we might 
have an opportunity of talking freely with each other as Brethren 
ought to do. 

We are appointed by the Government, to give you the ftrongeft 
afiurance of the Aft’edlion your Brethren of this Colony, have and 
will always retain for our Brethren the Indians . 

If therefore any Thing you know of, that may on either fide 
deitroy the good Agreement that has continued for near one Hundred 
7 ears , between your Fathers and ours, you will now have an Oppor- 
tunity of mentioning it. And we hope you will do it in fuch a 
manner as that nothing may hereafter remain to give us or you any 
Occaflon of Cneafinefs, therefore we hope you will open your Minds 
freely. 

We grieve for the Sufferings of our Brethren in Pennfylvania, who 
have fuffered much by Indians milled by bad and wicked Peo- 
ples Advice, but we hope an end will be loon put to their Murder- 
ing your Friends and ours, and beleive the Indians will by the trou- 
ble they will bring themfelves into by hearkening to this wicked 
Advice, be made to repent of their bad Aftions. 

We hope none of our Friends and Brethren of this Colony are 
joined with the Wicked Indians who have been deftroying the Peo- 
ple of Tmnfylvanta . 

And expeft you will let us know all you have heard of the Intentions of 
the Indians , and if any of the Enemy Indians , or any ftrange Indians 
fhould come among you, to put evil and faife Things into your Heads 

you 
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you will do well not to believe them, and that you will deliver them 
to us, as dangerous to our Peace and yours. 

As we have heard fome of the Enemy Indians have been in the 
Upper Parts of this Province, and Murdered one Man, and wounded 
another, this and the Murders on the other fide of the River, has made 
our People who live in the upper Parts of this Colony fo Angry, 
that It is become dangerous to any Indians to go there, as they will 
not in the hurry know Friends from Enemies. Therefore we would 
have you ferioufly confider with yourfelves, that it will be neceffa- 
ry for you to contrive fome Bounds for your own Security, where you 
may be fafe, and our People cafy with it. And as you are our Bre m 
thren , we would have your Advice in this Matter, and if you have 
any requeft to make for your own eale and both our Security’s, 
you will do well to let us know it, and we lhall give it due Con- 
sideration. 

Then the Indians withdrew. 

Friday Morning, January the pth 17 jtf. 

The Commiflloners met. 

The Indians came into Council, and having appointed Ohiockecho - 
que 9 to fpeak for them ; he delivered in their Names the following 
Aniwer. 

Dear Brethren , 

S OME of our old Men can remember when the Engliflj were weak and 
few, and the Indians ftrong and many. We then nurfed them 
up in our Bofoms and treated them as Friends. 

We are glad our Friendlhip hath eontinned fo long, and hope it 
will always endure. 

Since our Fathers have fold fo large a Part of their Lands to he 
Englijby we find it much more difficult to maintain ourlelves and Fa- 
milies by Hunting, which is at leaf! one half our Support. 

But a worfe evil than that has come to us, which is the Ufeof 
ftrong Liquor, to which the Indians are too much addided, and by 
which they are made Weak, Idle, and Quarrellome, and for ftrong 
Drink often fell thofe Skins, and other Things, which would provide 
themfelves and Families with Cloaths and Bread, and for this fome 
of the Englijh are too much to blame. 

We beg you will take care to put a Stop to this wicked ptac-

tiie, which tho' it may offend ibme of our foolilh People at firft 
yC f it will at lad be bed liked, and be more for the Health of 
Soul and Body. 




The bringing in the blcffcd Gofpel, we eilecrn the greated ad- 
vantage wc have received by the Engltjh coming among us, and we 
tj Lift it hath been a means in the Hand of Hod to reform the Minds 
and Manners pi a Number of us, and we prefer the Enjoyment ot 
it and living with our Brethren the Engltjh even to Life itfelf. It gives 
us a real concern, that any of our Acquaintance are joined with 
the French and their Indians . The Reafon of their going to them, 
we bcleivc was, that they were fcduced by Lies and Falfity's, becaufe 
the fame Methods were ufed with us, but without effeft. As Times 
of great Oiftrefs are come on us, as well as you, we are willing to 
agree as Brethren , upon any Methods for our mutual Peace and Se- 
curity.

We who live on this lide Raritan River, will not on any occa- 
fion, go to the Northward of Raritou River at Brunswick , and of the 
great Pod Hoad that leads from 'Trenton to Brnnfwick y except in thofe 
Town loots, but confine ourfelves between the laid Pod Road and 
Delaware River, to the Sea Shores of this Province, while the War

put them upon the fame footing with the Englifo y and that when 
our Married Men go to War, you witt make fome Provision lor their

4s fevqral of us are obliged to leave our Habitations in this time 
of general Didrefs, we pray that fome Releif may be provided 
for fuch. As it is the Misfortune of fome of us to be in Debt, 
and we, for the publick Peace, are willing to deprive ourfelves of 
ieveral advantages we formerly enjoy'd, we pray that care may be 
taken that our Creditors may not be two preffing, and we promife 
as foon as we can, we will honedly pay our juft Debts. We 
pray that ajl abufive Words and Anions, which dedroy Love, may 
be punifhed in, both Indians and Enghflo . We think we have dill fome 
Peices of Land, for which wc haye reeved no Confideration, if it 
fhould prove fo, and we could get the Money for them, we hope

have a Certificate from fix Indians , that the Indian who fells the***^ ^ 
Land, is Owner of it, under the Hand of lome Magiftrate, who fees ^7° 
the fix Indians Sign ir, and the Deed to have it wrote on tire back, ^V yx 
and figned by the Governor, or two of his Council, that they l'aw 
the Certificate of the fix Indians , Signed by the Juft ice, and that the 
Indian who fells the Land, underftood the Deed, an 1 had a realon- 
able Price as common for it. 

As fome bad People have got a long Leaie from a Drunken Indian 
for the Indian Lands at We fink , and for which they pay moftly, or 
all in ftrong Drink, we beg that they may be removed from that 
Land, and we hope care will be taken that no loofe People fettle on 
our Lands, without buying them. 

We heartily promife our Brethren , that if any ftrange Indians 
fhall come among us, we will immediately give Notice thereof to the 
next Juftice or Captain, that they may be fatisfied for what end they 
come: And if any Indian fhould attempt to come among us, to draw 

us back from our Brethren the Englijh y we will immediately fecure 
them and deliver them to our Brethren . And as this is our fixed Re- 
iblution, which we defire may be made publick, we hope our 
Brethren will not give Credit to reports of ftrange Indians being a- 
mong us, when iuch Stories are told by ill minded People.

The Commiffioners then fpokc to them as follows# 

Brethren, 

W E have here three Men and feme Women and Children, in all 

Seventeen, which were taken in the upper Parts of the Pro- 
vince, where they have lived fome Years, and lent down to Trenton 
Gaol, for both theirs and our own Security, from whence they have been 
efcorted here, and are nowin the Guard Houle, we fhall Order them to 
be delivered to you, to be examined, and if after due Care and Con- 
fideration of this Matter, you think you can fafely take them a- 
nong you, and Anfwer for their Good Behayiour, we will ftiew the 
Confidence wc have in you our Brethren , by releafing them to you ; 
but if you fufpeftthem, you muft deliver them back to the Guard. There 
Hill remains in Gaol at Trenton , one Phillip an Indian , whofe conduct 
has given us great reafon to fufpeft him, and whofe Family is at 
Wiotnen y and we fhall detain him there till fomething more appears 
in his favour. We fhall wait your Anlwer till the Afternoon. 

Friday Afternoon. 

The Commiffioners and Indians being met. 

The Commiffioners fpoke to them as follow.

Brethren , 

W E acknowledge the Kindnefs your Forefathers have fhewn 

to ours, and we fhall always Act kindly to you, as we hope 
you will always deferve it, as long as the Waters ran dow n Delaware* 

We are glad to find you acknowledge that your Fathers have 
fold the Land we now ponfefs to our Anceftors, and we hope yoti 
have received Advantages by the rifing of the Price of your Skins, 
and Furs, and buying what you wanted at a reafonable Rate, equal 
to the lofs you have fuffered by the fcarcity of Deer and other 
Game. 

We are pleafed to hear that you are fenfible of the Evils that a* 
rife by the too great habit of drinking fpirituous Liquors among 
the Indians , and we fhall lay that Matter before the Legiflature of 
this Provinee, and fhall endeavour to get a Provifion made againft 

that Evil.

We hope none of our Brethren will dillrefs you, unreafonablv, on 

Account of any [Debts you owe them. And we recommend it to you 
to be Frugal and Induftrious till you can pay them. J

As to your Lands a- JPepink , we Ihall make a Report about it, 
rind you may depend upon ample Juftice being done to you. 

We receive kindly the hearty Declarations you make to us. that 
you will give immediate Notice to the Officers of Government, wiiei: 

any ftrange Indians come among you, and that you will fecure fuch 
as are your and our Enemies. Let this lay deep in your Hearts, and 
your fulfilling it punctually, will give us lure Proofs that you are 
our hearty Brethren. 

We will make thefe your Intentions publick, and make no doubt but 
this Declaration, which we believe comes frorh your Hearts, will make 
your Brethren Love and Efteem you, and make them unwilling to 
beleive any falfe Reports to your difadvantage. 


All manner of rude and bad behaviour of the Englij 
each other fliall meet with proper Difcouragement.

As fome of our Brethren , have fuftained Loffes by Attachment 
and Love to their Brethren the Englith, We are willing to affift- 
fuch of them as have left their Places of abode in their prefent Ne- 
ceffif y, and fliall lay the Affair before the Legiflature for their Con- 

fideration. , . 

As to fuch of our Brethren the hidiansi as will go out to War with 
our People, which we hope they will chearfully do, when there is 
occafion, they will always be put upon the fame footing with their 
Brethren the Engli/h, as they have been heretofore. 

C . ' then 
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Then the Indians by Qhiockchoque return'd the following Anfwer, 
to what the Commiillcmers delivered to them this Morning. 

Dear Brethren^ 

W E have confidered what you faid to us refpeftlng the Indians 

who were bro’t from the back Parts of the Province. We 
have ftriftly examined them, and according to the beft Judgment we 
arc able to frame, we verily beheve they had no bad defigns againft 
the Englijb y but confidering the deceitfulnefs of Man’s Heart, we dare 
not engage for any but ourfelves, we would be Willing to take them 
to our Town at Cranberry , and do our utmoft to Watch over them, 
but the Fears and Jealoufies of our Englijb Neighbours, are fo great, 
that (as we are informed) it would not be for their or our fafety 
to have them among us, and therefore do not choofe to have any 
Connexions with them, at leaf! for the prelen t. 

The Commiffioners afterwards enquired of the Indians , if they had 
the fame Objections to the taking them to any of their o- 
ther Towns, and informed them, that the C om mi fTi oners would make 
allowance of fomc Indian Corn towards their ihpport this Winter, as they 
were removed from their own Habitations, Upon which £Zn}Jb and the 
Chiefs of the Indian Town in the Branches of Cro(wicks> agreed, 
as nothing appeared againft thefe Indians , but that they were brought 
from their Habitation for their own Security, and the Peace of the 
upper Inhabitants, and that they could not return there again as be- 
ing out of the Bounds the Indians had preferibed to themfelvcs, that 
they would take them home, ufe them as Brethren y and have a careful 
Eye over them. 

And the Indian Prifoners promifled to keep with the Crofwiek 
Indians , and to be have orderly. 

And they were delivered to them, whofe Names were Abrahaw 
LewiSy John Trice , John T hi Hip y and Twelve Women and Children. 

And the Commiffioners informed them, that they would Order 
fome Corn for the relief of thofe who have fuffered by their Love 
to us, and by being drove from their Habitations. 

And the Treaty broke up, and the Indians next Day went in 
an orderly Manner to their Towns. 

What follows is added by Order of the Commiffioners. 

I T appeared to the Commiffioners in the Courfe of this Treaty, 
that the Indians of Sufquehannah, have for t hree or four Years pa ft, 
ufed many Endeavours to carry of to Sufqmhamah all the Indians from

this Province, and have brought Belts of Wampom, in the Name of 
the Mohocks , to Order them to remove, tho* the Indians never be- 
leived them to have been fent by the Mohowks , and have rcfufed 

leave us. 

The Commiffioners are convinced of the Sincerity 
of this Province, and recommend it to the Inhabitants to ufe them 
kindly, to be careful not to fupply them with ftrong Drink, where- 
by many difordcrs may be prevented, 

They alfo requeft the Inhabitants not to ufe aggravating Lan^ 
guage to the Indians , whereby rude and threatning Expreffions may 
be drawn from them in their Drink, and thofe improved into Tales 
to alarm weak. People and raife ill Blood between the Inhabitants 
of the Colony and the Indians, which ought to be fupprefied by all 

Means. 

They recommend it to the Inhabitants to confider whether any 
Thing but their Love and Friendfhip to us, could have prevented 
their being new among our Enemies, and for this token of their Af- 
feftion for us, they are in titled to our Friendfhip. 

As the fpreading of reports, without a good Foundation, can only 
ferve to give the Inhabitants uneadnefs, they requeft them carefully 
to fuppreis all Idle Stories, as they will tend to deftroy their own 

Quiet and Repofe. 
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
